Miller, the man who says he saw Benedict 
at Portsmouth, were equally unavailing. 
No such man has been registered at the 
hotels o@ Portsmouth and Savannah, where 
the writer said he had been, and there was 
no trace of him at Tennille, where the 
mysterious letter Was mailed. No such 
man is known at the New York acdress he 
gives in the letter. A search made iby a 
tepresenta‘ive of The Constitution develop- 
ed that the firm doing ‘business at that ad- 
dress has no such man in its employ and 
hag had none. 

Every effort was made to locate Miller, 
but without results. 

The particular reason for this search jis 
that there were some features about the 
letter bearing the Miller signature which 
seemed to cast dowbt upon its genuineness. 
In writing of it in ysterday’s Constitution 
these were not dwelt on Decause of the 
manifeer impossJbility to then reach Mr. 
Miller, if he is the real thing. Telegrams

"gent to New York failed to secure the in- 


formation from the firm at 667 Broadway 
for the reason that it was Sunday and 
members of the firm were out of the city. 
There were, however, grave dovb's in the 
Minds of the men who studied the letters 
as to whether it was just what it purport- 
ed to be. 

It seems certain that «he letter was not 
Written by John Benedict and yet it may 
have been Inspired by him. Either this Is 
true or it is genuine and Mr. Miller is 
what he claims to be. If this should turn 
our to be the case apologies will be due to 
Mr. Miller and will be freely given. 

But so far Miller is as much a mystery 
as Benedict. 

The Sensation of the Day. 

The letter bearing the Miller signature, 
PUblished in yesterday's Constitution, was 
the sensation of the state. No case in re- 
cent years has attracted anything like the 
feneral attention that this mysterious dis- 
appearance of he Athens banker has. It is 
Not local by any means, Dut from one end 
of the south to the other the Benedict 
Case is ‘being discusged and speculated over. 
The new chapter of the story written in 
the Miler letter proved one of the most 
iInteres'ing since The Constitution first tald 
ofthe man’s disappearance and it may yet 
Prove one of the most important links in 
the solution of the mystery, but just now 
fie uncertainty abour this man Miller adds 
&cioud of gloom that euvelops everything 
else, 

He may be genuine. If he is, the story 


he télis-is most valuable and will undoubt- 


tdly lead to the discovery of the other 
Msing man. If, on the other hand, there 
ls no Anderson D. iMller the chances are 
that the letter was sent iby Benedict or at 
his instance as a decoy. Some of the state- 
ments made in tha: letter could only have 
Come from ‘Benedict. 

It is hardly probable tnat Benedict him- 
Self wrote the letter. The handwriting is 
Hot his. It is a natural easy hand with 
evidently no attempt at concealment of the 
identity of the writer. Nor is it a copy of 
fomething carefully prapared by somebody 
Sse. And yet there is doubt ‘whether the 
letter ts just what it is represented or that 
the writer is Who and what he purports to 

_ But Where Is Mr. Miller? 

This is due principally to the fact that 
M0 such man as Miller can be found. When 
it was learned througn telegrams’ sent 
Sut by The Constitution that neither ‘Mliler 
hor Benedict had registered at the ‘Madison, 
Portsmouth. where, according to the let- 
ter, they had spent muen of that Sunday 
Morning together; and when, subsequently, 
it Was found that no A. D. Miller had 
registered at any of she Savannah hotels 
n the 8th, the date of whe Jetter, or any 
Ume near that date, there were natural 
SS8plcions that something was wrong. And 
later, When telegrams from ‘New York 
towed that such a man was not known at 
the address given, these suspicions became 
Convictions.

his straight story not only fitting tn perfect- 
ly with all the known facts fn the case, but 
containing allusions which, it seems, could 
only have come from Benedict. The allu- 
Sion to Baldwin in particular. As stated, 
the handwriting is that of a business man 
used to writing letters. It is evenly writ- 
ten—that is, naturally and normally—and 
there is no apparent effort to disguise the 
handwriting in any degree. The signature 
is bold and clear, with every evidence of 
being genuine save just one. And it {s 
that which first led to the suspicion 
that the name might be assumed and there 
might be something wrong about the whole 
business. 

There 


one 


is no ‘‘o” in the word Anderson, 
the first name. The name is clearly intend- 
ed to be “‘Anderson,” but it is spelled ‘‘An- 
dersn.”’ 

Experts in handwriting point out that 
however badly a man may slur over his 
signature, as very many men do, he will 
not omit a letter. A signature may be ut- 
terly illegible to the uninitiated eye, but 
when examined it will be found 
to have every letter, or at least everv 
stroke that goes into the make up of every 
letter. Here, however, the ‘‘o”’ is clearly 
omitted. 

Outside of this fact the letter itself con- 
tains nothing that would raise a suspicion 
of genuineness in the mind of the reader. 
One peculiarity, not a part of the letter 
itself, is that it bears date of Savannah, 
and written across the back of the envelope 
after the manner of a seal there is again 
written the word ‘“‘Savannah” and the date 
June §, 1899. Then the letter was posted at 
Tennille, and of course bears the Tennille 
postmark. If written in Savannah, it must 
have been carried by the writer or some- 
body else to Tennille, where {t was mailed 
on the 8th or Sth. The figures are slightly 
blurred. 


Not Known in New York. 

These may be suspicious circumstances, 
though it is possible that all of them might 
be easily explained. The other, that of the 
New York address is different. Six hundred 
and sixty-seven--Broadway—there can be 
no mistake in the address under the signa- 
ture, “‘Andrew D. Miller.’’ And yet in- 
vestigation by The Constitution's New York 
Mr. Crawford, resulted as

follows: 


New York, June 12.—There is no An- 
drew D. Miller traveling from 667. Broad- 
way. The place fs occupied by the firm 
H, J. Harding & Co., wholesale deal- 
ers in hats, but thev do not send out 
any traveling salesmen at all and never 
had a man named Miller with them. The 
upper stories of the bufliding form part 
of the Broadway Central hotel, and the 
chief clerk. veho has been there a num- 
ber of vears, savs he never Knew a man 
to make that place his headquarters by 
the name of Andrew D. Miller. Neigh- 
boring wholesale houses know nothing 
of such a man. 


Anderson D. Miller is not known here in 
Atlanta. The clerks at the hotels, who 
know practically all of the prominent trav- 
eling men who come through the southern 
states, could none of them recall any such 
man when questioned yesterday and the 
cashiers’ books bore no such name. Lead- 
ing traveling men, officers of the Travelers’ 
Protective Association and others, could 
not locate any euch man. 

This, then, is the case for and against 
Anderson PD. Miller. The inability to find 
any trace of him—particularly, of course, 
the failure to find anything of him at the 
New York address he gave—is the strongest 
bit of evidence there is against the gen- 
uineness of the letter which bears hig name. 


If Not Miller, WhoP 

If not Miller, who wrote the letter? Was 
it Benedict himself? af 

That does not seem probable from the 
character of the letter, and particularly 
from the handwriting. And yet it is poasi- 
ble. Those of the missing man's relativ2s 
who have seen the letter scout the idea 
that Benedict could have written it, and yet 
it Miller did not, who did? 

Of course ‘Miller’ ,may be an assumed 
name and the letter mvy te genuine in 
every ‘cther respect. In that event, it is 
sincerely to be hoped that the writers 
modesty will permit him to reveal his iden- 
tity so that the searchers may feel warrant 
in following up the clews he gives. Doubt 
as to the genuineness of the writer of this 
letter breeds doubt of the letter itself, 
and also of course of the deductions of the 
writer. 

There is, in all such cases, the possibil- 
ity that letters of this nature are written 
by persons who want to muddy the waters 
just for amusement. The man who wrote 
this must either have talked with Benedict 
as he describes or he must have an inti- 
mate knowledge of the Athens man’s past. 

The Miller Story Fits Perfectly. 

It will be recalled that the letter tells 
of meeting with Benedict on Sunday morn- 
ing, the 28th of May, at Portsmouth. The 
man gave his name—it was before there 
concerning his 
disappearance—told of his banking busi- 
ness, talked of occurrences at Athens, re- 
ferred frequently to imaginary troubles with 
a ‘man named Baldwin,” to quote the let- 
ter, and said he was then searching for 
Baldwin, who lived somewhere in Virginia; 
his mind was especially bent upon a patent 
he was seeking for some invention, and 
he carried a mysterious bundle supposed 
to contain this invention. The description 
of this bundle tallies exactly with that 
given of the bundle carried by the man at 
Greer’s who was supposed to pve Benedict. 

He told of a long walk across the coun- 
try, which agreed with the walk the man

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NEGROES HAVE LYNCHING BEE. 


PUT TO DEATH TWO OF THEIR 
OWN RACE. 
Would Have Lynched Nine Others Had 
Not the Sheriff and Posse 
Appeared.

Ocala, Fla., June 12.—Two negroes were 
lynched at Dunnellon last evening by an 
infuriated mob of their color. Some weeks 
agao Marshal Payne was shot by a negro. 
Saturday the negro was captured and re- 
turned to Dunnellon, when it is supposed 
some negroes were employed to take him 
down the river and drown him. Sunday 
evening the laborers of the Dunnellon 
phosphate mine heard of it and at once 
organized to mete out similar justice to 
those implicated. They succeeded in 
lynching two of the men and were only 
prevented from lynching nine others by the 
appearance of Sheriff Nugent and an armed 
posse, who went down ina special train for 
Ocala. 

Danger of Race War. 

Tallahassee, Fla., June 12.—(Spectal.)— 
Four telegrams have been received at the 
executive office today from the mayor of 
Dunnellon, a small phosphate mining 
town near Ocala, urgently requesting 
Governor Bloxham to send two compa- 
nies of state troops there to suppress 
a race conflict. The negroes are said to 
be in possession of the streets heavily 
armed and terrorizing the town, threat- 
ening the Hves and property of the white 
residents, Th first outbreak occurred 
yesterday afternoon. Then things had 
apparently quieted, but lawnessness was 
resumed worse than ever this morning. 

Governor Bloxton is absent from the 
capital onacsthort vacationin east Florida, 
and his private secretary, General Land, 
has so far beenunable to ascertain the cause 
of trouble. No troops have been ordered 
to Dunnellon.

Wisconsin Junction, Wis., June 12.—A 
curier from Boardman just in, reports 
that the whole town has been wiped off the 
face of the earth and many were killed. 
It is known that Dave Hefferon is severely 
injured and his wife killed. 

Carried Everything Away. 

Hudson, Wis., June 12.—One of the most 
terrific cyclones ever witnessed by the 
citizens of Hudson passed through the coun- 
try here at about 5 o'clock p. m. It formed 
in a waterspout four miles south of Hud- 
son, on Lake St. Croix. 

It was witnessed by hundreds'of people 
and seemed to follow the lake and to be 
making directly for the city, but about 
two miles south it veered to the east and 
left the lake and crossed the country. It 
was about twenty rods wide and destroyed 
everything in its track. Much farm prop- 
erty was destroyed and a great deal of live 
stock was drowned. 

On the farm of H. 8S. Mattison not @ 
building, wagon, treg or piece of machinery 
is left whole. The house was swept from 
its foundation and nothing remained but 
the floor, which covered the cellar, in 
which the family had sought refuge. 

Telegraph and telephone wires are all 
blown down and adjoining towns cannot be 
heard from.

Milwaukee, Wis., June 12.—A message 
was received at the Wisconsin central of- 
fices here late tonight from Stevens Point, 
from A. R. Horn, division superintendent 
of the Central at that place, as follows:

Nephew of Mrs. Roberts Tries To Shoot 
Morrison in Court—Threats of 
Lynching Vanderbeck. 


Bridgeport, Conn., June 12.—(Spectal.)— 
The negro William Morrison, who feloni- 
ously assaulted aged Mrs. Margaret Rob- 
erts, was arraigned in court today, He con- 
fessed his guilt and was held in $5,000 bond 
for trial. Threats to lynch him were Made 
in open court and a nephew of Mrs. Rob- 
erts’s tried to shoot him, but was over- 
powered and disarmed. Morrison was hur- 
ried to the jail under a strong guard. 

While the court hearing was on, a posse 
of sheriffs and citizens were searching for 
Frank Vanderbeck, a negro who yesterday 
feloniously assaulte@ Mabel McQuillan, the 
thirteen-year-old daughter of Farmer John 
McQuillan, of Stratford. After a long chase 
through the woods he was captured and 
was hustled to fall. 

Threats of lynching are heard on all sides 
tonight. The occurrence of two brutal 
cases within twenty-four hours has agi- 
tated the community almost beyond endur- 
ance, and it would not be surprising if the 
jail was mobbed and both negroes hanged 
before morning.

The prisoner is a widower with three 
children and the crime of which he is ac- 
cused is the assault upon two daughiers of 
James Smith, aged nine and eleven years, 
respectively.

SMITH DEFENDS THE TRUSTS. 


President Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion Says There Are No Combines. 

Washington, June 12—G. Waldo Smith, of 
New York, president of the Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association, was the only witness 
before the industrial commission today in 
connection with the trust investigation. Mr. 
Smith proved to be a defender of the 
trusts, Dut he refused to speak of the com- 
binations of capital by this name. He in- 
deed asserted that there were no trusts 
and that the combinations were so referred 
to unjustly. 

Mr. Smith detailed the particulars of the 
organizations of the Grocers’ Association, 
which occurred in 1888. He said previous 
to this combination the wholesale grocers 
were selling many articles at cost price, 
including sugar, baking powder and soap 
and other articles of a uniform quality. 

There was especial reason to complain of 
the price of sugar, he declared, and the 
wholesalers had given particular a'tten- 
tion to securing co-operation with the 
sugar refiners, so as to insure a slight 
profit. The American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany then, he said, controlled the manu- 
facture of sugar and the wholesalers had

cure a uniform rate of 53-16 cents per 
pound ‘with the understanding that all who 
did not sell at a less price than this shuuld 
have a rebate at the end of each hree 
months of 18% cents on each 100 pounds of 
Sugar purchased. This arrangement, said 
Mr, Smith, had corftinued until the present 
day and would have relieved the grocers 
of the necessity of selling sugar at a loss 
if some of them had nor made a cut on the 
price. There was really no written con- 
tract with the refiners for a rebate, Mr. 
Smith testified, and those who made re- 
ductions secured them as did others who 
did not make them. Mr. Smith said the 
erection of refineries by Arbuckle and 
Doscher had the effect of rendering 
prices less certain and that they were 
now maintained at all with the various re- 
fineries in the field was due to the honor 
and fair dealing of the grocers themselves. 

The witness confessed that he was a 
zealous advocate of the rebate system, con- 
tending that it afforded the only method of 
insuring an honest profit on /business in 
ceriain articles. Asserting that there were 
no trusts, Mr. Smith said he had asked 
fourteen lawyers to name one and they 
failed to do so. 

As for combinations of capital they were 
necessary to do the business of the world 
and when any of them should reach a 
point at which they were making excessive 
profits competition would spring up and 
thus furnish an antidote for the only pos- 
sibie evil that might arise from them. He 
knew that the combination of the sugar 
refineries had resulted in a_ reaction of 
price, and it was also a tact that he was 
now able to lbuy three. or four gallons of 
oll with a profit he formerly made on one 
gallon. Hence he argued that such combi- 
nations were in «the interest of the con- 
sumer. 


TO LINK IRELAND AND ENGLAND 


Commoners and Engineers 
Want the Tunnel Built. 

London, June 12.—At a largely attended 
meeting of peers, commoners, engineers 
and others held this evening in the house 
of commons, a resolution was adopted to 
address a petition to the first lord of the 
treasury, Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, relative 
to the projected tunnel between Ireland 
and England. 

The marquis of Londonderry, who pre- 
sided, read letters from Lord Rosebery, 
Field Marshal Lord Garnet Wolseley, Lord 
Charles Beresford, member of parliament 
for York city, and ‘others favoring the 
scheme, on the ground that it would not 
only unite England and Ireland more close- 
ly, but tend to bring the United States and 
the United Kingdom into more intimate 
accord. 

The proposed route Is a distance of twen- 
ty-five miles under eighty-five fathoms of 
water, the estimated cost of the undertak- 
ing is £12,000,000 ($60,000,000).

MAINE GIVES THE ONLY EXCEPTION 


Trusts and Imperialism Will Find 
Themselves Added to the Coin- 
age Question When the Next 
Democratic Conven- 
tion Meets, 


Chicago, June 12.—The Times-Herald has 
been asking members of the national demo- 
cratic committee what should be their 
party’s battle cry in 190—whether “free 
silver,”’ or “down with the trusts.” or both. 
The answers of those that have been re- 
ceived are published in The Times-Herald 
today as follows: ’ 

While only one of the replies of these 
democratic leaders, the representative for 
Maine, the home state of Mr. Bryan's run- 
ning mate in 1896, says ‘drop free silver,” 
they are all but unanimous ih giving the 
trust question a prominence it has never 
had in the paltform of their own or any 
other party. 

With one exception, all who speak freely, 
Suggest that other issues will divide the 
Stage equally with free silver. Some say 
.‘militarism,” or “imperialism” will be one 
of the prominent issues. Others empha- 
Size the trust question as the big thing. 
Still others speak for a twin battle ery. 

Just one committeeman says flatly “‘the 
issues of 1896 should be the issues of 1900.’’ 
This one exception is Alexander Troup, of 
Connecticut. 


The signed statements of the committee- 
men received by The Times-Herald are, in 
part, as follows: 

Clark Howell, Jr., of Georgia: Until a 
new platform is made, we should stand 
by the old platform, except, of course, 
on such questions as might arise out of 
conditions which are now, and which 
were not, under consideration at. the 
time of the meeting of the last national 
convention, ang even on such questions, 
I doubt the propriety of the national 
committee taking the declaratory posi- 
Sition in advance of the meeting of the 
party conventionsin the several states. 
The twu questions which are now up- 
permost are imperialism and the con- 
centration of capital in trust and com- 
Dines. As to the latter question the 
general attitude of the party is already 
well defined in the national platform, 
and there is little doubt that it will fol- 
low the position already taken in its 
last national declaration by a more 
pointey and more emphatic utterance 
on the subject in the next national con- 
vention. As to the question of imperial- 
ism, expansion or by whatever other 
name it may be called, I am inelined to 
think it would be very unwise for the 
party to commit itself now to any decla- 
ration pending the changing conditions 
whioh, as readjustment proceeds, will 
give the people of the whole country 
better data from which to reach a satis- 
factory conclusion as to the national 
duty. 

With reference to the Philippines, I 
should say, as %@ general proposition, 
that it is a duty to the world and to 
Civilization, to first establish a sound 
and stable government there before we 
consider the question of retreating and 
leaving the people and the property of 
these islands to the barbarous methods 
of the Philippine insurgents. 

Lt seems to me that the course of the 
party is clear as to the selection of its 
political candidate for next year, and 
that the rank -and file of the Darty 
have already designated for renomina- 
tion the brilliant leader, Wiliam Jen- 
nings Bryan. 


Urey Woodson, of Kentucky: The 
democratic gatherings at St. Louis and 
at Louisville the last two weeks ought 
to clearly show the gold standard press 
that its predictions, that the democrats 
are preparing to drop the silver issue, 
are altogether erroneous, for every 
speech and every resolution adopted was 
in favor of maintaining the same firm 
stand for free coinage in 1990 as was 
taken in 189%. A year henee Bryan w‘]l 
be renominated upon the Chicago plat- 
form, unaltered save by such udditions 
with reference to trusts, imperialism 
and other new issues as may seem nec- 
essary. 

Josephus Daniels, of North Carolina: 
The shibboleth of the campaign che 
democrats will wage in 1990 will be, 
“Down with the trusts.” The Chicago 
platform will be reaffirmed, Bryan will 
be renominated and all men who cre 
Opposed to trusts of all sorts and to 
militarism will be invited to join in a 
Struggle to restore equal opportanity, 
which the trusts deny, and to crush 
the attempt to saddle old-world milita- 
rism upon this country. 

B. R. Tillman, of South Carolina: I 
shall advocate the Chicago platform 
without taking out a single word, and 
would add to it strong planks against 
trusts and imperialism. 

James M. Mead, of Tennessee: In my 
judgment the national democratic ¢<n- 
vention in 1900 should reaffirm every 
principle laid down by the Chicago 
convention in 1896, without any trim- 
ming or equivocation, and if possible, 
in more direct and unequivocal lan- 
guage. The democratic platform should 
also denounce, in unmeasured terms, 
the acquisition of territory by force 
of arms. 

Frank Campbell, of New York: @t,

The election of Morgan Callaway, Ph. D., 
professor of English philology in the Uni-

Champion Debate. 

The annual champion debate when Few 
and Phi Gamma literary societies occurred 
here this afternoon at 4 o'clock in the col- 
lege chapel. This year's debate was na ex- 
ception to the rule and proved a good draw- 
ing card. The chapel was brilliant with 
the sight of the lovely commencement 
Sirl, and not infrequent interspersions of 
young and old college men. A very large 
audience was in attendance and the strong 
Speeches of the debaters were frequently 
given much enthusiastic applause. Aside 
from the large attendance, this is regarded 
as one of the most successful debates ever 
held here. The strong arguments pro and 
con produced by both sides was a sure indli- 
cation of long and har@ study of the ques- 
tion and a thorough knowledge of all its 
phases, and the unusual ability of the 
speakers produced an earnest and enthusi- 
astic audience from their hearers. At sev- 
eral times during the discussion the ad- 
vantage IWned first toward one and 
then toward the other. but the powerful 
argument and burning eloquence of the ora-

The veto 
power is an indispensable check on hasty 
legislation while England's executive helps 
to make as well as execute the law. Eng-

The question for debate was: ‘‘Resolved, 
That the United States Has a Better Form 
of Government Than Great Britain.’’ The 
affirmative fell to Few, which was repre- 
sented by Messrs. James Austin Mershon, 
of Sharon, Ga.; Claude Callahan Gilbert, of 
Washington, Ga., and Oscar Lot Wozen- 
craft, of Rockmart, Ga. Phi Gamma’s cham- 
pions were Messrs. Mather M. Eakes, of 
Conyers, Ga.; Elam Franklin Dempsey, of 
Jackson, Ga., and Walter Cromwell Arm- 
strong, of Uriel, Tenn. After every second 
speaker the earnest concentration of the au- 
dience was by some exceHent music from 
the band secured for the commencement 
exercises. The gentlemen who acted as 
judges of the debate were: Dr. Lovejoy, of 
Atlanta: Dr. Moore, of Florida, and Colo- 
nel Lester, of Covington. 

The Strong Argument Summarized. 

Mr. Mershon, of Few, opened the debate 
with a definition of the terms used in the 
subject, and declared the true object of 
government to be the highest development 
of all the faculties of the individual. Safe- 
ty lies in the golden mean between ex- 
tremes of paternalism on the one hand and 
the exercise of only the strictest govern- 
mental functions on the other. 3ut Eng- 
land goes beyond the true sphere of govern- 
ment when it retains its established church. 
He then divided the subjett according to 
the three branches of government and went 
into a discussion of the judiciary system 
of the two countries and from a compari- 
son of them drew the conclusion that 
Great Britain’s judiciary is entangled with 
the other branches of the government, and 
from this and the very nature of its or- 
ganization was dependent upon the whims 
and caprices of political parties; whereas 
our judiciary is so constituted as to be en- 
tirely from the other branches of the gov- 
ernment and of all political influence. 

Mr. Eakes, of Phi Gamma, who followed 
Mr. Mershon, presented a very strong ar- 
gument for the negative. He based his 
speech upon three proposition: First, that 
government is best which secures the most 
liberty to its people; second, this liberty 
is recognized as each department of state 
and through it each individual comes into 
conformity to that fundamental principle— 
the law of liberty; third, this enslavement 
of government to law can be accomplished 
only by the nice balance of departments. 
Making the application, he said that in 
America the executive does not conform to 
law and as a consequence the balance is 
disturbed. The president controls the leg- 
islative by his veto and by party lines. He 
controls the people by party lines and the 
spoils system. This corruption necessarily 
creates a strong federal headship, leaving 
open the door ‘‘for some Philip or Alexan- 
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In England, if concurrence 
were possible, it would be needless for 
the commons would prevail and royalty 
Stand as a zero power. 

‘Mr. Dempsey, of the Phi Gamma, was 
next on the floor and contended that the 
legislature of the United States is not bet- 
ter than that of Great Britain. After de- 
fending the legislatures of each he discussed 
the parliament which he said was public 
opinion—but English opinion—and therefore 
conservative. This conservation is con- 
stitutional, arising from and Leing conser- 
ved by the presence of the crown and no- 
bility which is due to constitutional pro- 
vision, and thus an argument for the Eng- 
lish government. Having thus cleared up 
the way, he next proceeded to point out 
certain organic defects in the American 
constitution, contrasting these with corres- 
ponding English constitutional excellencies. 
He compared the difficulties of manhood 
suffrage in the two countries, then pointed 
out the sharp differentiation of the legis- 
jatures, executives and judicial depart- 
ments, the civil results of which England 
avoids by the interposition of the minis- 
ingtry, a fourth power, entering into and 
sharing the vitality of the other three and 
charged with the business of holding them 
in harmony as they march. The absence 
of such a reconciling agent in our system 
results in friction, jncoherence in our jaws, 
and delay or entire prevention of legisla- 
tion. Andrew Johnson's two years success- 
ful defiance of congress was cited. He de- 
clared the harmony of the English govern- 
ment and the peculiar liability to change 
of the British constitution is worse than the 
friction and inflexibility of our own. The 
fuct that our constitution is subject to 
change by custom is a very great evil, for 
it is a disregard of our highest govermen- 
tal authority, and the next step is govern- 
mental, though not necessarily real, an- 
archy. Where such disregard is possj,vie 
cannot be ecalicd good government. Mr, 
Dempsey claimed that tne evils of party 
government iuy in iile short tenure of 
oilice thus producing and perpetuating pres- 
ent day pvuiitics. He made a Mmagnilicent 
speech and a profound impression. 

‘Mr. Wuvozencrait, the leader of the Few’s 
forces, in closing the argument of the af- 
firmative sustuined his reputation as a par 
excellent debater. He dealt solely with the 
legislative departments of the two govern- 
ments, the executive and judicial, having 
been already discussed by his colleagues. 

“The best legislative system is the one 
which Lest represents the will of the peo- 
pie. The parliament of Great Britain 
does not represent the will of the people 
as well as our congress, because the house 
of lords js not a representative assembly.” 

Accpting, however, the claim that the 
lords had ceased to exercise real legislative 
functions and that the house of common's 
was the only legislative chamber, he show- 
ed the dangers of the single chamber plan, 
which dangers were intensified by the fact 
that the house was dominated by the min- 

This relation between the executive 
legislative branches is more serious 
because the ministers are the bosses of 
their political party, thus making the way 
clear for party legislation, which, however, 
is prevented in the United States by the 
construction of the whole legislative ma- 
chinery, possessing so many checks upon 
hasty and partisan legislation. But the 
most valuable of all checks !s the consti- 
tution. the importance of which can not be 
overestimated. ‘‘Admitting that liberty has 
made rapid progress In England, it is a dan- 
ger rather than a benefit because it has no 
restraints thrown alout it as In this coun- 
trv. The forces of electricity have ever 
been pleasant in nature, but owing to man’s 
failure to appropriate them to his service 
they have always been a curse rather than 
a blessing. It remained for Benjamin 
Franklin with his kite to snatch this migh- 
ty agent from the sgies, harness it, guard 
it. direct into such channels of usefulness 
that it stands today the foremost agent of 
civilization. And just so there has ever been 
in the Innere consciousness of the human 
soul the firm conviction that. God intended 
all men should be free. But this spirit of 
liberty, in the absence’ Of restraint and 
guidance, attempting in its blindness and 
passion to strike the forces which were 
trying to crush and oppress, has often

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| deluged the earth with human gore. It 
remained for the constitution of the United 
States to take this great epirit of lMberty, 
to guard it and direct tt in great channels 
of usefulness. (Prolonged applause.) 

Mr Armstrong made the closing speech 
of debate forthe PhiGamma. He argued 
that the test of the utility of Enelish in- 
stitutions {s determined by the question: 
“Do they accomplish 4s much as ours?” 
English government has been an orderly 
evolution coming up throvgh lower forma. 
In _ its rude beginnings, tyranny. cor- 
ruption, and class favoritism were rife, Lut 
now the Englishman enjoys as high a de. 
gree of individual liberty ag the citizen 
of any nationality under the stars The 
Cefects of British government are not a 
vital, permanent sort, but, as history 
proves, always fall away at the behest of 
progress, English legislators are unpaid 
and our opponents regard this as a very 
grave defect in the English system. This 
plan, heretofore, has worked harmoniously 
Why? Because n English legislator does not 
need to forgo hits profession or his business 
interests in order to be a member of parlia- 
ment His office ts no sinecure: he is not 
dependent upon public revenues he is at once 
a citizen and a public servant—least of all. 
a practical politician. The much inveiched 
against union between church and 
is no longer real, but only nominal. Coming 
closer home, American errors are found in 
our dual form of government. mixed state 
and federal functions and powers. Diversi- 
ties of law spring up betiween different 
States, thus destroying the unity so neces- 
sary to strong government. (Mr. Armstrong 
then criticised the American constitution 
because of its arbitrary character—‘thide 
bound and jmpossible to internret,’’—and 
closed amid the deafening cheers of the 
audience 

After the debate was finished. the band 
Struck up a lively air and the judges re- 
tired to make up their decision and re- 
— declared In favor of the affirma- 
tive.

SPALDING COURT CONVENES 


IN SPECIAL SESSION TO TRY THE 
' “REGULATORS.” 
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Difficulty in Getting Jurors—Only 
Three Yesterday—Court Adjourns 
Until This Morning. 


Griffin, Ga., June  12.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 8 o'clock the special term of 
Spalding superior court convened for the 
purpose of trying the prisoners now con- 
fined to jail, on the charge of mobbing, as 
well as those also charged with assault 
with intent to murder in connection with 
the same offense. 

His honor, Judge F. J. Reagan, at once 
for the panel of jurors as soon as it was 
decided that case No. 668 was to be tried. 
This charges ©, V. Barnett and Ned Fal- 
lins with mobbing on two counts, and also 
with assault with intent to murder. 

Solicitor General Bloodworth, surround- 
ed by Attorneys Marcus W. Beck, Lloyd 
Cleveland and R, T. Daniel for the prose- 
cution, read the frrdictment. The defense, 
as represented by Attorneys T. E. Patter- 
gon, W. TF. imeeeme, 2. -d. Fivyat. J. < 
Smith and H. A. Peebles, were in consulta- 
tion with their client. When it was agreed 
that the case against Barnett be tried 
first, Attorney Patterson at once insisted 
that the state declare upon which charge 
he was to be tried and filed a demurrer 
as to going into trial if such a declaration 
was not made. He further entered a plea 
that the indictment didn’t state that they 
were “acting without authority of law.” 
but stated “without due process.” This 
was discussed by Attorney Beck and the 
judge failed to sustain the demurrer or 
plea. 

Attorney Patterson then held that a so- 
licitor pro tem. had been appointed to con- 
duct the prosecution before the grand jury, 
when the solicitor was in court, and fail- 
ing to do this, he stated that he would 
make it a point that an officer of tue court 
was allowed in the grand jury room while 
a witness was present, and that he did 
not think the bill was properly returned. 
This was argued at length and the judge 
overruled that plea. 

Then began the work of securing a jury, 
and at 12 o'clock only ten jurors had qual- 
ified. They were J. H. Westmoreland. ‘G. 
W. Bates, Cornelius Boles, John R. Leach, 
John F. Hill, J. B. Pitts, J. C. Westmore- 
land, W. B. Miller, James O. Coats and 
W. T. Hutson. 

The panel then being exhausted, court 
adjourned just before 12 o'clock, dismtss- 
ing the witnesses and jurors until 1 o'clock 
sharp. 

Court convened at 1 o'clock and it was 
found upon calling the new panel that only 
three of the jurors were in court, and very 
soon two more were brought in. Judge 
Reagan stated that he excused no juror 
that was not disqualified by relationship or 
otherwise; that those jurors that were re- 
fused by either side were still on the panel. 

At 2:30 o'clock Judge Reagan proceeded 
to draw another panel of twenty-four from 
the grand jury box which had to be sub- 
poenaed. 

Judge Reagan stated that as it would 
be impossible to get the jury this after- 
noon, he would adjourn court until tomor- 
row morning at 8 ow’clock.

Question Is, What Is To Become of 
§mall Buildings That Will Be Va-

g serious problem that confronts a large 
gumber of property owners in Atlanta is 
the disposition of the old and small build- 
ings now used for offices when the pro- 
sky scrapers have been erected. 

It is realized that the large and more 
modern buildings will be filled by persons 
mho now occupy the older buildings and 
who are in séarch of modern offices. The 
question that confronts the owners of these 
buildings is what are they to do with their 
property. 

This question is causing no smal! amount 
of discussion amnog the business men of the 
city, and while they realize that the large 
buildings will be filled at the expense of the 
emailer ones, they believe that great bene- 
fit to the city will result and are urging 
the encouragement of small industries. 

On this line the editorial in The Consti- 
tution Sunday morning has caused con- 
siderable comment and has won the in- 
dorsement of the business men of the city 
who are taking an interest in the mat- 
ter. 

It is believed by prominent business men 
that now is the time to take up more ac- 
tively than ever the work of establishing 
emal] industries. The vacancies in the smal] 
bulidings as a result of the sky scrapers 
will give the owners an opportunity to of- 
fer inducements in the matter of satis- 
factory quarters. 

With hardly an exception the business 
men who have discussed the question of 
the disposition of the buildings that are 
to be vacated favor filling them with small 
industries. Nothing, they say, would work 
60 much to the benefit of the city as these 


concerns an@ the effect would be to in- 
creasé prosperity, locally, and place At- 
lanta on a basis where her exports would 
exceed her imports, by having her make at 
home the things she now buys abroad. 

LH. BECK: I think the idea of filling 
tp the small buildings made vacant by the 
drain of the sky scrapers with light manu- 
factories a good on.e Atlanta is greatly 
inneed of just such industries as The Con- 
stitution mantions. While small, they are 
nevertheless a beginning in the right di- 
teccion. 

A.J. WEST: Rents have not been low- 
ered by the tall buildings. Atlanta can af- 
ford to have a good many more. Yes, I 
think that the smaller buildings could be

ties. I certainly favor any plan to get 
them to come to Atlanta, Atlanta is a 
great city and is moving along with the 
force of her own momentum.

OAPTAIN JAMES 'W, ENGLISH: Manu- 
facturing enterprises, more than anything 
else, are the making of a city. No muni- 
Cipality In this part. of the country can 
flourish without them, Atlanta should 
do re to encourage these entenprises, 
and r city will grow as it has never 
srown before. We need to ewpont more 
and not to import so much. We buy en- 
tirely too many things away from home 
that should be manufactured right here in 
Atlanta. Take the hardware stores for in-

‘We have every con- 
dition here {avorable—rallroads, climate, 
etc. There is no reason why Atlanta 
Should not ‘be one of the greatest manufac- 
turing centers of the entire country. 

ALIDERMAIN FRANK P. RICE: I have 
never seen a new building hurt Atlanta. 
The eky-scrapers are great additions to 4 
city and -will not injure it if the old prop- 
erty is improved. I think the idea of fill- 
ing the old rookeries with manufacturing 
enterprises is an excellent one. Atlanta 
cannot have too many establishments of 
this kind, for they are the very backbone 
of a city’s prosperity and progressiveness. 
We need to encourage manufacturing en- 
terprises more than we have in the past, 
for they will give employment to our peo- 
Ple and keep local capital to a large ex- 
tent at home. There is no use in us buy- 
ing everything away from home when it 
might be manufactured at home. I say 
bulld all the new buildings we can and fill 
up the old holes with the buzz of ma- 
chinery and thrift. Then the town is 
bound to prosper more than it ever has In 
the past. 

ALDBDRMAN JAMES (MAYSON: I do not 
beheve that high buildings injure a city; 
on the other hand they help materially. 
The very fact they are built here is a com- 
Pliment to Atlanta because it shows capi- 
talists are not afraid to invest big sums of 
money here. Moreover these big buildings 
are indicative of a city’s growth. The sug- 
gestion to use the old rookeries for manu- 
facturing entenprises is a most admirable 
one. We need more of this in Atlanta. 
Théreare hundreds of people out of em- 
ployment here and we need (0 encourage 
enterprises of this character in order to 
give them work. Let the sky-scrapers go 
up. They are a good thing for the town. 

ALDERMAN DAY: I heartily approve 
of the erection of large Muildings in At- 
lanta. They will benefit she city in many 
wys. They give us more of a metropolitan 
aspect and prove to the world Atlantians 
can live high as well as the eastern cities. 
I also like the idea of filling the old rook- 
eries with manufacturing enterprises. That 
is what we need here.

New Qualification for Those Who 
Wish To Become Police, 


THE BOARD MET YESTERDAY 


The Expected Sensatlon Was Sald Not 
To Be “Quite Ripe,” 


IT HOLDS AN INTERESTING SESSION 


It Was Decided to Hereafter Ask Al] 
Applicants for Policeman’s Place 
To Make Financial Showing. 
Other Business Trans- 
acted Yesterday. 


While the meeting of the police board 
was quite interesting yesterday afternoon, 
the much whispered about “sensation” 
Wasn't sprung, and those who said it was 
on the tapis now say that the ‘‘time isn't 
ripe quite yet.’’ 

All the members were present except 
Mayor Woodward. 

The board decided to add another requis- 
it for those who wish to be policemen, 
Hereafter when a man puts in his appll- 
cation for a place on the force he will 
have to show that he is not only “moral, 
temperate, industrious and law-abiding,” 
but he must also make a showing as to his 
indebtedness. He will have to. certify 
whether or not he is in debt, and if so, 
to what amount and to whom. 

This change in the form of application 
was made at the suggestion of Captain 
English, and it was brought about by 
people making claims against policemen for 
debts contracted prior to their becoming 
members of the police force. 

The police board has a right to force a 
policeman to pay any debt contracted by 
virtue of his being in the employ of the 
city, but hitherto it had not the right to 
go behind the date of his election. The 
board was unanimous in making this 
change, and the chief of police was in- 
structed to destroy all the old applica- 
tion blanks and have new ones printed 
embodying the debt qualification. 

Bicycle Men To Race. 

The special bicycle committee reported 
that it had purchased six new chainless 
wheels. 

Permission was given to the members 
of the bicycle corps to hold a race meet 
for the benefit of the relief association, 
provided the men who raced did so at 
their own risk. 

“T ‘ithink it ‘a good tdea,’’ remarked 
Chairman Patterson, ‘“‘to show the boys 
in town that we have some wheelmen who 
can sprint as fast as the best.’’ 

Captain English offered a resolution to 
reconsider the action of the board in dis- 
missing Patrolman Ben Allen, who was 
dropped from the force at the last meet- 
ing for having some trouble with a trol- 
ley car conductor. The motion was lost, 
only Captain English and Mr. Johnson 
voting for it. 

Major Kendrick nominated Z. D. Moon 
for a supernumerary’s place. Mr. Moon 
had once been a member of the force and 
resigned. 

No More “‘Supes”’ Wanted. 

Mr. Jones said, that while he was a Pper- 
sonal friend of Mr. Moon's, he did not 
think it right to put on any more super- 
numerarles, as there were already twenty- 
two of them who did not average over 
$30 a month, and some of them had been 
on the force for two years.

Alexander Carpenter, a Negro, 
Causes Trouble at Depot 


WAS ORDERED FROM PLACE 


He Resented Amest and Finally Struck 
Offcer Dobbins. 


WAS FINED $50 BY THE RECORDER 


Arrest Was Result of the Effort of 
the Depot Officials To Keep the 
Place Clear of Loafers—Car- 
penter Goes to the 
Chaingang. 


Yesterday morning at 11:30 o'clock there 
was a desperate fight between a police of- 
ficer and a negro at the union depot, and 
the affair came near causing a riot a few 
minutes later. 

The negro seized the officer’s club and 
tried to wrench it from his hand. The po- 
liceman, after a struggle, regained the 
billy, and with it struck the prisoner over 
the head. 

A second policeman came to the assist- 
ance of the first, and the two started with 
the prisoner to a call box. The negro 
feigned weakness from the blow of the 
club, and watching an opportunity, struck 
the poligeman in the face with his fist and 
then started to run. He was recaptured, A 
large crowd of riegroes gathered about 
the prisoner and officers and for a while 
it looked as if there was going to be se- 
rious trouble. 

At the time of the exciting affair an ex- 
cursion train was about to leaye the depot 
for Athens, and there were two or three 
hundred negroes in the vicinity of the de- 
pot and many of them were open in their 
denunciation of the officer who struck the 
prisoner. 

The whole matter was another effort on 
the part of the peace officers to Keep the 
little depot clear. 

The excursion train stood on a track out- 
side of the depot and next to Alabama 
street. 

Ordered Out of the Depot. 

Alexander Carpenter, a negro well known 
in the city and who cuts quite a eweil 
among the people of his own race, entered 
one of the depot gates on the Loyd street 
end. A guard called to him to stop, but 
he would not obey the command. The 
guard took hold of the negro, but found 
himself powerless to get him from under 
the shed. 

Police Dobbins was sent for and he or- 
dered Capenter to leave the depot. The 
negro said he was selling excursion tickets 
and wanted to walk through the depot to 
the other erid. He was told that the depot 
officials did not want him to go into the 
depot. Carpenter still demurred and be- 


came abusive in his talk to the police- | 


man. 


put him out of the depot, and the negro 
made a erab for the policeman’s club and 
got hold of it. The leather strap tied to 
the club was around the officer's wrist, 
and this kept the negro from getting the 
club away from the policeman, 

There followed a desperate struggle for 
the possession of the club and the police- 
man won the contest, and as soon as he 
did, struck the unruly prisoner on the 
head, bringing blood. 

By this time Officer Gallagher came to the 
assistance of Dobbins and the two eucceed- 
ed in taking Carpenter from the depot. 

The fight caused great excitement, and a 
crowd, composed mostly of negroes, follow- 
ed behind the policemen. : 

Carpenter reeled several times as if he 
was about to faint from the effects of the 
blow, and this caused the policemen to be 
careless about holding on tg him. Just as 
the call box was reached, Carpenter jerked 
loose, and with his fist, struck Officer Dob- 
bins a terrific blow on the face. Dobbins 
staggered back, and as he did so, the negro 
broke to run. He fell over a pile of boxes 
and was recaptured, 

The crowd of negroes began to make 
threats and but for the timely arrival of 
the patrol wagon there might have been 
serioue trouble. 

Investigation by the Recorder. 

Carpenter was arraigned in the police 
court yesterday afternoon. There was an 
ugly wound on his head that had been made 
by the policeman’'s billy and blood dyed his 
fine suit of clothes. 

The officers told of Carpenter's conduct 
at the depot and their testimony was sub- 
stantiated by a number of white 4people. 

Several negroes swore for Carpenter, say 
ing that the policeman struck him without 
provocation. The color line was clearly 
drawn in the evidence. 

Carpenter made a statement in which he 
said he had a right in the depot, as he 
was selling tickets for the Athens excur- 
sion, 

“T seized the policeman’'s club,” said the 


prisoner, “because I thought he intended 
t» hit me with it, and before I turned it 


loose I got him to promise he would not 
use it, but he did not keep that promise. 
I offered no resistance and did not strike 
the policeman.” 
Might Cause Riot and Bloodshed. 
To the recorder’s mind the negro had re- 
sisted the officer.

Officer Dobbins took hold of Carpenter to | 


Recorder Broyles, ‘although you may think 
yourself innocent, you must submit. You 
can establish your innocence later in the 
proper place. But you must not resist a 
policeman, The seizure of that club was 
paramount to an assault on the policeman, 
and such conduct is likely to cause anarchy, 
riot and bloodshed. As it was you came 
near causing a riot, and if one had occur- 
red at such a time, there is no telling how 
many lives may have been sacrificed.” , 

The recorder fined Carpenter $50, and as 
he could not pay the fine, he was sent to 
the city chaingang for thirty days. 

It was stated in court that there were 
two or three other serious: cases against 
Carpenter of long standing and police offi- 
cers had been. on the lookout for him for 
quite a while. 
and this may have been why he was des- 
perate in his efforts to get away when ar- 
rested at the union depot yesterday morn- 
ing. 

Depot Officials Are in Earnest. 

The depot officials are in earnest about 
their intention to call for police aid in 
keeping the unfon depot clear of such peo- 
ple, as they do not desire them. They 
seem to be running the car shed on the plan 
of ‘“‘No Admittance Except on Business,” 
and it is not at all improbable that they 
wil’ soon put up such notice. 

The police say they are obliged to en- 
force the law and to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the depot officials, although it 
brings about such scenes as occurred yes- 
terday morning, when blood had to be shed 
and a riot almost precipitated,

The Western Rathway of Alabama will 
formally open its new fright offices and sta- 
tion in Montgomery today. 

President George C. Smith wil) go down 
with a party of officials and friends to be 
present at the reception from 5 to 7 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

The Western railway has just completed 
a handsome andsplendidly arranged freight 
terminal in Montgomery. Heretofore the 
company’s freight offices have been some 
distance from the heart of the city. The 
building was old and the tracks were very 
poorly aranged for handling the large traf- 
fic which the road enjoys. About two years 
ago President Smith began to buy proper- 
ty up in town and he succeeded in get- 
ting a large tract within one block of the 
union passenger station. That section of 
the city had a bad reputation. It was cov- 
ered with shanties and a number of dives 
were located there. All of these buildings 
were cleared away, the ground was filled 
in, tracks were laid and a commodious 
modern freight depet was erected accord- 
ing to designs submitted by Grant Wilkins, 
of this city. The ground and improvements 
have cost the company about $300,000, 

It is safe to say that there is not another 
freight terminal in the county more con- 
veniently arranged for handling traffic. 
There is a warehouse 40 feet long for re- 
ceiving freight, and another the same 
length for discharging freight. Fifty cars 
can be loaded and unloaded at the same 
time. The arrangement of the offices is 
very convenient. The cashier’s office is 
located on one corner with a side entrance 
for the draymen, so that they do not come 
in contact with other visitors. The local 
agent has an office on the ground floor, 
and all of his working force will be prac- 
tically under his eye. The traffic manager's 
office is located upstairs. 

The yard has been walled in and there 
will’ be gates at the upper and lower 
ends. At nights these gates can be closed, 
and trespassers will not be able to get in 
without danger of being detected, and once 
inside it will be very hard to escape. 

The improvement is a notable one and 
the arrangement of the tracks with refer- 
ence to loading and unloading cars is at- 
tracting the attention of railway officials 
because of the convenience.
